Millionaire Borland landed in this 


county from Ireland when a boy, and 
worked on a farm op the Hudson for 
tea dollars a month. In 1852 he went 
to Saa Francisco, and soon afterwards 
began work in mines for four dollars a 
day. 
Since that time he has made and 


lost fortunes. He is represented by the 
Daily Mning Neva as saying: 
"In 


1872 I bought 500 shares of Central 
for less than $5,000. This mine was 
soon afterwards cut up and put into 
California; and the redistribution gave 
me 1,250 shares. I never paid an as- 
sessment on it, for none was called for, 
and in no time the stock went up to 
$740 a share, when I sold, That paid 
pretty well. 
Let me see; I paid $5,000 


and sold for 1925,000. That was one 
of my best speculations, but not quite 
as good as another one that 1 was in al- 
most at the same. I bought 500 shares 
of Consolidated 
Virginia for 150 a 


share, and paid two assessruf nts, which 
brought up the price to $56 a share 
This mine was also "cut up" just abou 
this time, and my 500 shares spread out 
into 2,750 shares. I held this stock fo* 
two years, when it went up like a flash 
I sold out in 1874 for $750 a share. I 
cost me $28,000 for my stock, and 
sold for $2,062,000. That was pretty 
good interest on the money. One Sat- 
urday the stock was selling for $350 a 
share, but 1 held on. The following 
Monday it was $500 a share. 
I tell 


you it took a pretty strong head to 
stand that. 
I was getting rich, not at 


the rate of a million a minute as they 
say, but $100,000 a day or so; but that 
was fast enough. 
Nobody ever knew 


anything about this till it was all over. 
I never told my wife and family any of 
my business affairs, and never kept any 
books. The only book that I kept was 
a little pass book that I carried in my 
inside coat-pocket, with a record of all 
that I bought and sold, and the price. 
I never let anyone set this, and never 
brought it out except sometimes on 
Sunday afternoon, or when I was alone. 
My heavy losses in 1878 were on Sier- 
ra Nevada and Union. 1 lost * 1,400,-

Chinese were rendering. 
On investi- 


gation, it was discovered that only one 
Chinaman was employed by cither^com- 
pany in the city and county of San 
Francisco, and that one acts as art in- 
terpreter of the 
Chinese 
language. 


The labor-seekers have not furnished a 
nan to take his place as yet.
